CHARGES 

The Louisiana Board of Ethics voted on December 20, 2012 to and does hereby file the 
following charges: 

I. 

Tim McConnell holds the position of City of New Orleans Fire Department Assistant 
Superintendent. 

II. 

Mr. McConnell began his part-time employment with the New Orleans Firefighters' Pension 
and Relief Fund in October 2006 as an executive assistant to the Secretary /Treasurer of the Pension 
Fund. Mr. McConnell held the part-time position until May 2009. 

III. 

From October 2006 through May 2009, Mr. McConnell earned $54,433.71 total gross pay 
as executive assistant to the Secretary-Treasurer of the New Orleans Firefighters' Pension and Relief 
Fund. 
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III. 

Mr. McConnell was elected to the Board of Trustees to the New Orleans Firefighters' 
Pension Fund beginning in January 2008. He concurrently served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees for the Pension Fund and executive assistant to the Secretary/Treasurer for the Pension 
Fund January 2008 until May 2009. 

IV. 

La. R.S. 42:1113 of the Code prohibits a public servant from entering into any contract, 
subcontract, or any other transaction that is under the supervision of the agency of the public servant 
or being in anyway interested in a transaction that is under the supervision of the agency of the public 
servant. 

V. 

Based on the forgoing facts, Tim McConnell violated La. R.S. 42:1 1 13 by virtue of his 

employment with the Pension Fund Board at a time when he served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees. 

In accordance with La. R.S. 42: 1 14 1C (3)(b)(iv), the Board designates Aneatra Boykin and 
Michael Dupree as the Board's trial attorney in this matter. 

WHEREFORE, the Louisiana Board of Ethics requests that the Ethics Adjudicatory Board 
(a) conduct a hearing on the foregoing charge; (b) determine that Tim McConnell has violated La. 
R.S. 42: 1 1 1 3 with respect to the foregoing count; and (c) assess an appropriate penalty in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Louisiana Board of Ethics to be submitted at the hearing.
